W ash in g to n C ity . Dec. 7 .—The scenes 
end incidents o f the o pening o f the seco nd 
sessio n o f the Fo rty -ninth congress were no t 
any interesting particular different fro m 
in - - „ 
_ 
t hose usually attending sim ilar occurrences. 
There was the same meeting and greeting of 
members, the same “swapping'' of cam paign 
experiences, congratulations of those who 
“got there’’ in the struggle for seats in the 
Fiftieth congress, 
and 
condolences with 
those who didn’t. 
The siglit-seer filled the 
galleries of house and senate chamber as 
usual and watched the members come in and 
take their places, pointing out to each other 
the more prom inent of the nations law ­ 
giv ers, an» ! watching with interest ev ery 
mov ement on the floor. 
A num lier of the 
members found on their desks handsome 
bo uq ue ts , the offerings of adm irers or th» is» 
who hud axes to grind. 
The speaker was 
one of the fav ored ones, and his desk was 
handsomely adorned. 
The W om ans< hris- 
tian Temperance union 
honored Senator 
Blair with a v ery beautiful bouquet of roses 
tied with white ribbon and bearing a card 
complimenting him on his stand for pro­ 
hibition. 
A great m any congratulations 
were offered A. S. H ew itt when lie made his 
appearance, and he was kept pretty busy 
shaking hands with friends on both sides of 
the political line. 
Senator Sherman, presiding in tin* senate, 
made known the fact that noon and the 
hour of opening had arriv ed by a sharp rap of 
the gav el, and immediately the hum of conyer 
nation ceased and the business of the session 
I » egan with tlie chaplain’s prayer. Then the de­ 
partm ent reports were presented and ordered 
printed, resolutions adopted fixing the daily 
hour of meeting a t noon, inform ing the house 
that the senate waa ready to proceed to busi­ 
ness ami for the appointm ent of a com m ittee 
to wait on the president for the like purpose. 
Messrs. Edmunds and Haulsbury were ap- 
l» hinted Mich committee. 
Senator W illiams, 
of California, was sworn and sev oral bills of 
110 general importance were introduced and 
a recess taken for ten minutes. 
The presi­ 
dent’s message was brought in a t 2 p. m. ami 
occupied until 3:25 in reading, when the 
« nnouncement of the death of Senator Bike, 
of New Hampshire, was made, and, out of 
respect to his memory, the senate adjourned. 
The house came to order at the sound of 
the speaker’s gav el a t precisely 12 o'clock, 
and Chaplain Milburu inv oked the Div ine 
blessing on the work of the session. 
The 
clerk called the roll, and announced that 241 
mem bers were in their seats. The usual com­ 
mittee to v isit the president was appointed 
and the clerk directed to inform the senate 
that the house was 
organised, 
Heagau, 
Breekenridge tof Kentucky and Reed com­ 
prising the committee. 
Hewitt asked that 
S, S. Cox lx» sworn, notwithstanding the 
certificate of his election had not been re­ 
ceiv ed, and there wa* no objection, a fact 
that was receiv ed with a round of applause 
testifying to Cox’s popularity. 
Rusk of Ma 
rylaml and Bacon of New York won* also 
sworn and a recess until 2 p. in. taken, at 
the end of which time the president's assist­ 
ant secretary was announced, bearing the 
executiv e message, which the clerk proceeded 
immediately to read. 
A t the conclusion of 
the reading the usual disposition was made 
of the document ami then the deaths of Con­ 
gressmen Beach and Arnot of New Y ork 
and Fric» * of Wisconsin were announced.

A Novel Life-Preserving Device. 
A rather novel device for life-preserving 
at 
si» is described in the patent ejjccification of 
Mr. J B a d in of Philadelphia. It isa method 
of automatically inflating canvas rafts, etc., 
by means of gas, which is carried in a capsule 
under pressure. 
The liquefied gas, such as 
ammonia, carbonic acid or nitrou* ox ide, is 
carried in one compartment, while in the other 
it> a powder adapted to burn in n clored vcsscL 
Mechanism adapted to automat ically ignite 
the powder is held under control by a di*k of 
blotting paper, which, becoming wet, is rup­ 
tured, a;ui the powder is then ignited, and in 
turn liberates the gas. 
The chief object of 
the powder is apparently to generate heat, so 
that the ex panding of gas will not freeza the 
the liquid.—Barton Transcript

Many a p arty of trav elers 1ms missed a con­ 
nection, and many a g» *» d man has liecn 
p lunged into a life of p rofanity on account of 
i t Ev ery lady who trav els knows what it is, 
and so does ev ery married man who is accom­ 
p anied by his wife. 
It is the toilet room at the ladies' end of the 
car and the lock on the door. 
Hardly ev er does an exp ress train from New 
York to Chicago reach Grand Crossing in the 
early morning without an illustration of the 
nuisance. Some selfish woman has entered 
the ladies’ washroom ami locked the door. In 
thirty to forty minutes the train will roll into 
the dep ot and “Chicago*’ will 1*? announced. 
Three or four la<lies in an agony of distress 
stand on the outside of the door, emp hasizing 
their imp atience by a sharp rat tat-tnt now 
and then. 
All in v ain. That woman's false 
frizzes must lie adjusted; her p owder box lid 
must be carefully screwed back into p lace; 
her fresh handkerchief must be searched out 
of her reticule; her comb and brush must be 
carefully laid away; tho washstand must be 
wip ed dry; the soap must be rinsed; the loose 
hairs p icked up , and then, finally, as the train 
rumbles into the dejiot » lie ap p ears with a 
comp lacent smile, and asks “dear” if he is 
ready, and if they hadn’t better go to an­ 
other hotel this time to breakfast. 
She i* all ready. 
Why should she not lief 
She has occupied the entire time it took 
ev ery man on the train to wash and comb 
and put on his fresh collar and cuffs. 
At the other end of the car there is a dif­ 
ferent arrangement. The washroom is open, 
and the closet is a separate room with a loek 
or cab'll. This is too public an arrangement, 
naturally , for the ladies’ end of the car. 
Why not, howev er, hav e two rooms, one a 
washroom and the other a closet i The latch 
arrangement of the latter should v ery prop­ 
erly be a duplicate of that at the other end 
of the ear. 
But why should the room con­ 
taining two wash basins, glasses, soap and 
towels be locked? The ladies must practically 
dress themselv es before leav ing their sec­ 
tions, There is no call for preparation in 
that washroom for an inauguration ball or a 
state dinner. If there should lie such an ex ­ 
treme case the sleeping car company should 
not be ex pected to furnish the accommoda­ 
tion. That will be found at a hotel. 
There is no reason why any lady should 
not wash her hands and face and comb her 
hair ev en if another of her sex not quite so 
well dressed were similarly occupied at an­ 
other glass in the same room. 
The abuse is one that should receiv e the 
thoughtful attention of sleeping car builders; 
but it has become a prov erb that a railroad 
nev er introduces an imp rov ement until it 
p ays, so there is no telling when tho reform 
w ill be inaugurated.

H o w to W ar m llo o m s . 
Frequently the chilly feeling that one ex­ 
p eriences from the wiudowward side as one 
sits in a room is caused, not by a current of 
cold ail1 netting from tho window to the fire, 
but by the coldness of the window itself. 
For this latter, being kep t at a low' tenqiera- 
ture by contact with the ojien air, draws the 
heat from the body, or rather the heat radi­ 
ates from the body to the window, the tem­ 
p erature of the air in between making no 
difference whatev er to the t ransference, in 
accordance with a well known p rop erty of 
radiant heat. 
For instance, the air in a room may U* 
quite hot,and yet a large window, howev er air­ 
tight, will make itself unp leasantly felt on a 
cold day, just as on board ship tho p rop in­ 
quity of an iceberg is announced by a lower­ 
ing of temp erature. 
A screen interp osed 
l*etween the window and any one exp osed to 
its malign influence will often afford relief, 
and one reason why rooms so frequently feel 
more comfortable in the ev ening is that the 
cold glass is effectually shut off behind the 
close’v drawn curtains. 
In countries where the snows are habitually 
sev ere tho adv ent of frost is usually the sig­ 
nal for the fix ing up of inner windows, tho 
lay er of air between these and the outer ones 
forming an ex cellent barrier to the escape of 
beat, owing to its low conductiv e power. 
Cold walls 
induce a sense of chilliness, 
but if they are pro|» erly built there should be 
no difficulty in keeping them warm upon the 
inside. 
The ex periment has sometimes liecn tried 
a t warming rooms by means of hot air only , 
)mt the result has nev er been good; and for 
tbb reason 7~thaf4 in order to warm the walls 


to the requisite degree, the air must tie far 
hotter than is healthy or agreeable for breath­ 
ing.* In fact, the p rincip le is wrong; the air 
should not warm the wails, but the walls 
warm the air. 
An o]m*ii fire a -ls in this latter way. The 
rav s of heat ¡m«*» through the uir without 
heating it, cud p roduce no effect till they im­ 
p inge <>n Urn walls, furniture and earp et of 
the room. 
T h ese, ieing thus gently wanned, 
eommnni ate their heat by contact with the 
air about them, and iu this way, whil 
objects in til«1 room nr» ; raised to a sufiicient 
temp erature, the air is not rendered un­ 
p leasant by lining ov erheated. 
W e w e, then, that our fav orite op en firea 
hav e much to recommend them, whatev er 
may i«* said about their wastefulness; and 
its regard* health and comfort, they mx* 
much I>etter than » lose stov es, which, though 
they radiate tin ir warmth, also heat the air 
in contact « ith them, and are ap t to do so to 
ex*'*-*v * 'hi ago Herald.
